His Views on the Cause of the Tidal Wave 
for Cleveland. 


NEw YOrK, Nov. 10.—William F. Harrity, 
Chairman of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, being asked for some expression re. 
garding the causes of the election of Cleve.- 
land and Stevenson, said: ‘‘At the close of 
last week I stated my opinion that the peo- 
ple of the United States were wit h the Demo- 
cratic party upon the issues of the campaign 
and recorded my opinion that thelf verdict 
would be rendered in accordance with that 


sentiment. 
‘*The leading issues in the contest from the 


first to the last have.been thetariff and 
the force bill. As to the former, there..has 
been a universal Democratic gain through 
the campaign of education which had its 
origin in President Cleveland’s tariff mes- 


sage of December, 1887. On the question of 
the combination ofthe Federal forces atthe 
polls in elections held under State laws, the 
issue, strong and clear since the Minneapolis 
Convention, was that sharply defined by 
the attempteti abuse of the authority 
of the United States for partisan 
ends which was so forcibly brought to the 
minds of citizens of New York. Concerning 
the demand for sound and stable currency,

LIFE WAS BITTER. 


— 


Disease Forced Wm. Winter to End 
His Existense. , 


HE SUFFERED FROM A _ VIRULENT 
‘AND INCURABLE CANCER. 


The Well-Known Saloon Ksepsr Com- 
mits Suicice This Morning by Shoot- 
ing Himself Through the Temple — 
Tracheotomy Was Performed on Him 
Yesterday — Sketch of Mr. Winter’s 
Career. 


At 8:15 o’clock this morning Wm. Winter, 
the well-known liquor merchant and pro- 
prietor of the.Woodbine saloon, toex his own 
life in his ped-room at his residence, 3032 Bell 
avenue. 

Mr. Winter had been suffering from a 
virulent cancer of the throat, and knowing 
that relief was impossible, in a “*7nt 
of despondency he put anend to his trouble 
by blowing out his brains. For the past 
nine months Mr. Winter has been unable 
to attend to business on account of 
his throat trouble. He had the best 
medical attendance that his wealth could 
command. His affection was similarto that 
which carried off Gen. Grant. Yesterday 
the cancer was choking and breath- 
ing was almost impossible. A surgeon was 
calledinand inserted a siiver tube inthe 
throat. Another physician sat up all night 
with lilm, and from the tone of Mr. Winter’s 
conversation it was evident that te was 
ina very despondent mood. He had been 
told by his physicians that there was no hope 
forhim. The physician who remained in his 
room left him this morning to geta stomach 
tube. When he came back the patient was 
dead, 

THE DEED. 

When Mr. Winter was alone in the rooma 
fit of despair came over him, and getting 
up from bed he Walked over to the 
bureau, got out his revolver and 
putting it to his right temple, fired. The 
pistol fell from ils hand and he 
fell across 4 chair. His wife, who 
was in Aa rear room, hear the 
shot, and rushing ih, saw her husband 
lying across a chair in the middjeof the 
room, the blood streaming from a gaping 
wound in the fofehead. With the as- 
Sistance of a neighbor... Mrs. schure- 
man, who ran ih of hearihe the 
shot and Mra. Winter’s scréams, she curried 
the body tothe 0ed. Medical assistance was 
quickly summoned but nothing: could 
be done for him, Mr. Winter died 
shortiy after without ever regaining 
conscieusness in the presénce of his wife and 
children. 

Smith @& Wagoner Were notified and the 
Coroner summoned.A strong but futile effort 
wae made by the family to prevent the de- 
tails of Mr, Winters’ death from becoming 
public. 

THE INQUEST. 

Coroner Irwin was notified of the suicide 
very soon after it ovcurred and at the request 
of the family went to the house at once and 
held the inquest. Mrs. Elizabeth Winters 
was examined andsaid her husband was 5? 
rears of age, was bornin Germany and had 
ived in 68t. Louts twenty-seven years. 
He was a wholesale liquor  deal- 
er and kept A saloon at 
619 Chestnut street. About 8:15 o’ciock this 
morning she was ina rear room fixing a 
bandage for her husband, when sheheard a 
shot, and running into the front room she 
found her husband lying across a chair. 
There was a bullet holein his temple and 
blood was runing, from the hole, She 
picked him up and carried him 
to he bed and then sent for 
a doctor. She said he had beén troubled 
with throat disease for nine months ana 
suffered intense pain attimes. Tracheotomy 
was performed on his throat last night by 
doctors and he sufféred dreadfully. We 
hetier said he ihtened to kill himself Mrs, 
Winter’s said and she thinks he must have 
beenftemporarly insane when he shot himself 

Mrs. Elizabeth Schufeman, a helighbor and 
a friend of the family, also testified. She 
shid stie heard Mrs. Winters Scream and ran 
into the house to see whatthe matter was. 
She found Mrs. Winterstrying to lift the body 
of her husband onto the bed and helped ner, 
Blood was oozing from a wound in the tem- 

le and a pistol with one chamber empty was 
ound On the floor. 

Dr. Kingsbury said that he and three 
other physicians were called tuo the house 
last évetiing to see if they could do anything 
for Mr. Winter, who Was sufferng with can- 
cer of the throat. They agreed that 
tracheotomy was the only operation that 
could save himnnd it was performed. The 
witness remained and this morning 
left the house to geta stomach tube. When 
he returned Winters was dead, 

A verdict of suicide was rendered. 

Mr. Winters leaves a wife and six children, 
mostof them grown, The family were in 
very comfortable circumstances.

TAMMANY TO GET A GOOD SLICE OF 
FZDERAL PATRONAGE.

Every Position to Be Filled by 
Demccrats — Grover Oleveland 
Longer Tinged With Mugwump Senti- 
ment—Eligibility of Gan. Siczies Dis- 
cussed—General Political News. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—The impression is 
very general that the federal patronage in 
this city under President Cleveland will be 
absolutely at the disposal of Tammany Hall. 
The mugwumps say that Tammany will get 
nothing in return forits loyal support of Mr. 
Cleveland, beeause the organization had to 
be loyal to escape a rival city ticket. Repub- 
licans and miner Tammany leaders say Mr. 
Cleveland willl give Mr. Croker every- 
thing, because the organization is 
the Democratic party of this 
city and promises have been made. 
The facts are that Tammany will Nave 
nearly everything, but not quite all. Mr. 
Croker, Mr. Gilroy, Mr. Martinand the two 
or three others privy to the secrets of the 
Tammany policy have obvserveda silence so 
complete on this question from the very be- 
ginning ofthe campaign, that not one au- 
thentic rumor found its way into general 
circulation. Success has relaxed this secrecy 
and the strong reason for its observation 
ends with the campaign. 

It was learned yesterday that somes sort of 
general understand!ng, not specific in de- 
tail, fvas reached between Mr. 
Whitney, Mr. Cleveland’s represen- 
tative in the matter, and Mr. Croker, 
whereby Tammany was promised ‘‘fairtreat- 
ment. A large share of all Federal local 
patronage is Taminany’s definition of ‘‘Fed- 
eral government,’’ and although Mr, Cleve- 
land ha¢not said so, there is no reason to 
suppose that it is not his definition also, The 
agreement provides, it is said, that the Col- 
lector of the Port shall come from the coun, 
ty, but that the Postmaster shall be a man 
agreeable to both Tammany ana independent 
Democrats of the city. The United 
States Marshal, the Collectors of 
Internal Revenue, the naval om.- 
cer and other smaller offices shall be Tam- 

any’s. The Assistant United States Treas- 
urer was not discussed particularly by Tam- 
many, but that was allottedto Mr. Croker. 
Anequally interesting question is; ‘‘What 
will be Mr. Cleveland’s attitude with refer- 
erice to 'Tothe victors belong the Spoils?’’’ 

One of Tammany’s arguments against Mr. 
Cleveland at Chicago was the fact that he

members. The only question involved 
is whether a: retired army officer 
holds an office within the maning 
of the constitution. The consensus of opinion 
among legal officials onthis point is in the 
affirmative. There is not even a probability, 
h@mvever, that any official executive branch 
of the government will attempt to interfere 
inany way withthe seatingof Gen. sickies. 
Therefore, unless the House Itself shall make 
objection, he will be allowed to discharge 
his duties asa member of the national Legis- 
lature without the necessity of relinquishing 
his standingand emvluments as a retired 
army officér. )

NEW LEAD WORKS. 


East St. Louis Has Another Large In- 
dustry at Work. : 


East St. Lovurs, lll., Nov. 10.--The Granby 
White Lead Co., anew concern with $300,000 
paid up capital, has just begun operations 
in a new plant on the Belt Line. 
The company’s ground measures 500x 
240 feet and nearly all of this area 
is coverefiby the improvements, which con- 
sistof acasting house, seven stacks, a six- 
story brick building{with heavy foundation 
and measuring 202x80 feet, an office building, 
etc., The plantis a costly one andhas the 
very best of modern appliances. Thereis dally 
melted here 50,000 pounds of pig lead, which 
finds its way into the stacks to 
be corroded and here it must stay 
in process ninety to 100 days. 


The lead next goes tothe machinery build- 
ing, whichisthe six-story structure. Here 
the corroded material is separated from the 
blue lead, then it is ground, dried and mixed 
in oll, -and subsequently put in kegs and 
shipped to market. Not a@ pound of lead will 
be for sale until $150,000 worth of stock Is in 
corrosion. : - 

The company is well pleased with its loca- 
tion and railroad facilities. Bonuses and 
free ground were offered at various places, 
but the company preferred coming here and 
paying $16 per foot for their territory. The 
concern will soon occupy the balance 
of the ground space with stacks, 
which means that the machin- 

department owili require running 
to its full capacity. From 100 to 120 men 
will directly earn here from $1.60 to $4a day, 
and this number will be nearly doubled when 
the other stacks are set. The yearly product 
will be about 10,000tons, which, at $140 a ton, 
gives a gross output of $1,40),000. The 
concern’s officers are experienced in this 
line. The President is Alexander Euston, 
who ts also President of the American Shot 
Co. and of the Natiogal Linseed Oi! Co., while 
the Sécretary and Treasurer is John P.Nevilie 
of St. Louls. Ata recent sale of a lead mill 
was made at $2,000,000, the hopes of East St.

So, aroundthe State headquarters, inthe 
taik among Democrats, it almost goes with- 
out saying that Gov. Stone will not keep any 
of the friends of Gov. Francis in 
the St, Louts offices. Some time ago, 
it was pretty well understood that Dick Dal- 
ton had been assured that he would have the 
Coal Oil mspector’s office, now held by Na- 
tional Committeeman John G. Prather. 
That was when it seemed certain 
that Stone would be elected and Cleveland’s 
success seemed doubtful. Since the elec- 
tion the friends of Col. Dalton have an- 
nounced that he does not want the 
inspectorship, having set his eye on 
bigger game.

An- 
other candidate defeated in the State 
convention is aftera St. Louis federal office, 
too. This is John M. Wood, who has already 
been brought out as a candidate for 
United States District Attorney. 
Here the talk as to the federal 
offices stops. There is no Democrat 
in the Post-office who has been proposed so 
farasacandidate to succeed Maj. John B. 
Harlow, and it is thought that the new inman 
will come from outside. Estill McHenry, who 
was ASsistant-Postmaster under Cleveland 
before, is suggested by some, but he him- 
self has taken no steps to present his claims. 

MANSUR AND CRUTCHLEY.

‘CHANGED HIS MIND. 


Louis Ulmer, a Prisoner, Makes an At- 
tempt at Suicide. 


Louls Ulmer,a prisoner in the city fail, 
charged with murder in the first degree, tried 
tocommit suicidein the jail this morning 
by jumping from one of the balconies. It 
was during ‘the morning exercise 
hour, between 8 and 9 o’clock. 
He walked from his cell, No. 54, which is on 
the second tier of cells, to the gal- 
lery of the third tier, a privilege 
that some  0of the prisoners enjoy 
while exercising. When a guard passed under 
them onthe floor 25 feet below, he jumped, 


but before his body was over the rail 
he grasped the second barofthe two which 
form the railing and swung 
down to the second gallery where 
he fell without injuring himself, 
A guard rushed to his side, and, finding he 
was not hurt, he locked Ulmer up in his 
cell. It was OUlmer’s second attempt 
or rather his second ‘‘bluff’’ at suicide. He 
is supposed to be trying to create 
the impression that he is insane without 
losing his life in the attempt sO 
that he may make a plea of{insanity when 
brought to trial. In the latter part of August 
Ulmer made his first ‘‘attempt at suicide.’’ 
He swung from the second gallery and as he 
did to-day he caught the corner 
bar and hung there. Hedge- 
peth and one of the guards 
got under him and caught him when 
he Ulmer’s liberty in 
the pen’’ will be 
restricted hereafter and when taking his 
exercise will not be allowed to ascend the 
galleries, 

Ulmer is awaiting trial for the murder of 
Mrs. Annie Ellman, a most cold-blooded 
deed. He went tohis room on Twelfth street, 
near Cass avenue, one night last July, drunk 
and mean. He was raising a disturbance 
when Mrs. Ellman, who seemed to have an 
influence over him,tried to make him behave.

IMMENSE DIOCESES. 


Bishop of Falkiand Has South America 
Under His Charge. 


From the Boston Globe. 

The largest bishop’s dlocese in the world Is 
that of the Falkland Islands, over which Rt. 
Rev. Waite Hockin Sterling has been ap- 
pointed bishop. 

The Falkland Islands themselves cover an 


area of only 7,600 square miles, but the 
Bishop has spiritual superintendence over 
all the clergy and congrexations of the 


Church of Engiand in South America, except 
Rritish Guiana, which covers 120,000 square 
miles. 

The Falkiand Islands diocese extends over 
7,291,097 square miles on the matiniand, or, 
in all, over 7,298,697 square miles. 

The Church of England bishopric of Mac- 
kenzie River, in North America, has an area 
of 600,000 square miles—nearly five times as 
large as the whole of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, but the population numbers only 5,000; 
the Church of England popuiation, 1,000. 

The missionary bishop of mid-China of the 
Church of England hasa population of 100,- 
000,000; Its missionary bishop of North C hina, 
a@ population of 70,000,000, In an area of 498,433 
square miles. The diocese of Sask: atchewan 
and Calgary extends over 1,000 miles, from 
Lake Winnipeg on the east tothe Rocky 
Mountains on the west.

PARIS ANARCHISTS. 


AW INFLAMMATORY MANIFESTO ISSUED BY THE 
REDS. 

Panis, Nov. 10.—The building, in which are 
the offices of the Carmaux Mining Co., is now 
guarded by detectives. The police have ar- 
rested Victor Rabe, a German furrier, 34 
years ofage, atl o’clock thismorning, He 
arrived in Paris a month ago from Leipsic 
and occupied a furnished room ina lew 
house onthe Place Marbert. He associated 
with Anarchists Francoisana Munier. Helis 
belleved to be the man who was seen lolter 
ing about the building in which the Carmaux 
company has its offices. Dynamite was 
found ine his possession. His papers 
and effects were seized. The Anarchists 
continue to send threatening letters to Baron 
Reill, President of the Carmaux Co., and to 
M. Reltz, the special commissary. Another 
explosion of anarchistic origin was reported 
late last night frem Colombes, a suburb of 
Paris. Anarchists Constantand Martin say 
they were delighted with the result of the 
explosion, which was a perfectly splendid 
success. They further say: ‘‘We shall 
blow up all our enemies. None shall be 
spared. The authorities want to annoy 
They pursue comrade Francois (now 
under arrestin London for causing the ex- 
plosion in the restaurant). As ifhe was the 
only man who could apply atuse. They will 
now see their mistake. There are plenty 
more surprises in store for them.’’ 

The French Cabinet refrains from meeting 
to discuss the explosion lest the public be 

larmed. This ts a lamentable condition, 
cme der the reproach against the Gov- 
ernment for being apathetic to the public 
safety ana creating a feeling that it is power- 
less to cope with the lawless element. 
The Municipal Council has unanimously 
adopted a resolution in favor of pensioning 
the sufferers by the explosion. The Duchess 
Duzes, the Rothschilds, Baron Hirsch and 
others have contributed liberaNy to the relief 
fund. 

Ithas been learned that Anarchist Rabe 
recently visited London in connection with 
Francois, now under arrest there. Mme. 
Furnado Heine has donated 56,000 francs fér 
the benefit of the victims’ families. 

The OCarmaux Mining Co. has de- 
cided to reinstate only four of the convicted 
rioters. Thismay reopen the whole ques- 
tion. 

An interview was had with an Italian 
Anarchist in Parisa week ago. The Italian 
Geciared that the Anarchists would make no 
more attempts to blow up inhabited houses, 
because they always killed the wrong per- 
sons, Henceforth, he said, they would con- 
fine their operations to banks and town halls. 
He added that two of his friends had just left 
Oarmaux and would be heard of before long. 
**Nothing ig easier,’’ he exclaimed, ‘‘than 
to manufacture bombs.’’

GREAT LIBERAL DEMONSTRATION IN THE BEL- 
GIAN CAPITAL. 

BRUSSELS, Nov. 10.—There was a big Liber- 
alist demonstration here last night, 3,500 
people being present. M. Janson and other 
Liberal deputies made speeches, violently 
attacking the Government. At the conclu- 
sion of the meeting the Liberals, 2,500 
strong, marched to the King’s palace, 
preceded by a man carrying a red fag.

but had to fortify §  himeelt. Lieut. 
Hornbeck bad been sent from Fort Bowle, 
Ariz., with reinforcements. Lieut. Bean has 
only fifteen men. -Gen. McCook further 
states that all possible means are being 
taken to capture or destroy this renewace. 
The War Department and civil authorities 
sincerely hope that he will be success!ul. 
This desperauo has led the troopsand civil 
authorities a lively chase during the past 
year. He is wanted, and wanted badly, for 
a iong string of crimes he hascommitted dur- 
ing that pertod.

He Discusses the Opposition to Him for 
the Coadjutorship. 


ARCHBISHOP KENRICK HAS RECEIVED 
NO ORDER FROM ROME. 


Ihe Vicar-Goneral Understands That a 
Letter Has Been Written to the St. 
Louis Archbishop Asking Him What 
Rome Can Do for Him-The Meeting 
of the Suffragan Bishops. 


The Catholics of the archdiocese of St. 
Louls are deeply interested in the approach. 
ing election of a coadjaitor and ultimate suc- 
cessor to Archbishop Kenrick. This interest 
has been heightened py: the announcement 
that Cardinal Ledoehowsky, prefect of. the 
Propaganda, has sent a letterto Archbishop 
Kenrick advising the venerable prelate of 
St. Louis to take steps for the 
appointment of a coadjutor to represent him 
atthe meeting of Archbishops in New York 
Nov. 16. Under existing circumstances the 
first move of the Archbishop would be 
to hold a conference of the suffragan 
bishops of the province, because since the 
decree of the Third Council of Baltimore, 
have not been promulgated in this Archdio- 
cese, the priests of the province, so it Is sald, 
have nothing to say in the selection of aco- 
adjutor. 

OPPOSITION TO FR. BRADY. 

The Archbishop is generally belleved to 
favor the appointment of Vicar-General 
srady, and asthe suffragans would not likely 
oppose his recommendation unless under 
strong pressure, a large faction of the priests 
who do not want Fr. Brady for Bishop has 
taken stepsto prevent his selection. They 


have already formed an organiza- 
tion and they whl meet at an 
early day to choose three names 


of candidates for the coadjutorship. These 
they will submitto Rome fora choice. The 
three candidates who are acceptable tothe 
priests are Bishops Hennessey of 
Dubuque, lo.; Spalding of Peoria, and Fitz- 
gerald of Little Rock, Ark. Bishop Kane of 
Wheeling, W. Va., isalsoregarded with fa- 
vor. This aggressive, and, it may be, semt- 
rebellious policy of the priests of St. Louis 
has created a sensation little short of con- 


sternation. 
FATHER BRADY SEEN. 

Fr. Brady was seen by a POST-DISPATCH 
reporter to-day in regard to the latest devel- 
oG&ments in the* coadjutorship matter. The 
following questions were put to him: 

‘‘Fr. Brady, itis§ said that a coadjutor 
tothe Archbishop will be appointed very 
s9on, and itis also said that you are the 


choice’ of Archbishop Kenrick, but 
not of the priests of St. Louis. Is 
it true that you are opposed by 


a great majority of the local priests?’’ 

**It is not true,’’ replied the Vicar-General 
earnestly. ‘‘There are two orthree priests 
who are always opposed, not only tome, but 
to everybody, and it is they who 
are leading this movement against me. 
Iknow whotheyare. I have the favor of 
most ofthe St. Louis priests.’’ Fr. Brady 
appeared to mean every word he uttered, 
for as soon as he heard the question he 
dropped instantly his ordinary cordial de- 
meanor, and his reply was dre in a very 
decided tone. He was next asked: 

. **Is it true that Archbishop Kenrick has re- 
ceived orders from Rome to choose a coadju- 
tor?’’ 

‘*Archbishop Kenrick has received no such 
communication. A bishop who wasin Rome 
said that Cardinal Ledochowsky was about 
to write, if he had not already 
written, a letter of greeting 
to Archbishop Kenrick, in which he asks 
Archbishop Kenrick whether Rome can do 
anything forhim.’’. Fr, Brady then felapsed 
into a conversation about coad- 
jutorship and sald: ‘Of course I 
would like to see archbishop Kenrick 
have anassistant but 1 have given no 
thought about the appointment ofa coadju.- 
tor. Rome willl not ‘order’ the Archbishop 
to selectone, but when His Grace feeis 
that he needs some assistance he 
will call a meeting of his 
suffragan Dishops. The priests of St. Louls 
will not Oppose the choice of the suffragans 
by any such meeting as has been proposed.’’ 

But it is avery significant fact that the 
German priests of st. Louis, through the 
society Known as the Priester-Verien, have 
given up their hopes of a German Archbishop 
and have agreed with the English-speaking 
clergy tosendto Rome the names of three 
English-speaking candidates for the coad- 
jutorship. With the clergy of St. Louts 
united against the Archbishop and his 
sulfragans the declining days of the vener- 
able prelate will be full of trouble.

THE COLLIER BUILDING. 


The Fine Structure to Be Erected on 
Fourth and Washington Avenue. 


Contracts have been entered into forthe 
construction of a fine seven-story business 
house to be erected in place of the old four- 
story stone front buildings now occupying 
the southeast corngr of Fourth street and 
Washington avenue. This improvement is 
being made by the Collier estate, one of the 


tectural outlines, making a harmonious 
pleasing and imposing facade in that ol 

section of the city where the cream of the re- 
tail business used to be transacted. 

Designed especially for the retall 
and wholesale carpet business, one 
of the principal objects to be attained 
in the construction of the building was light. 
This has been attained by carrying the 
structure on iron colums, the spaces between 
filled in with plate glass to the height of two 
stories on both the Fourth street and Wash- 
ington avenue fronts. By this arrangement 
two sidesof the store building are converted 


into immense show witndows, two stories 
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largest property owners on Fourth street, | 
where its retail business houses have paid 
fancy rentais for many years. When the 
new building !s finished, as contemplated, it 
will cost $800,000. It will have a trontage of 
90 feet onthe eastside of Fourth street, by 
an even depth of 150. Peabody, Stearns & 
Furber are the architects who designed the 
building. The 60 foot frontage at the 
corner of Washington avenue will be buiit up 
first, and the other portion, to be erected 
later, will be in conformity with its archi- 


high. From the second-story up the facades 
will be of dark grey brick, ornamented in 
special designs of dark grey terra cotta, sur- 
mounted by a very elaborate sheet metal 
cornice. The interior of the building will be 
celled with corrugated iron panels, and it 
will be thoroughly equipped with the usual 
passenger and freight elevator service. The 
southern pace of this building, not yet 
contracted for, is designed with a view to If 
being used for store or office purposes as the 
demands of tenants may require.

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" STILLIN SESSION. 


JOCKEYS WHO SET FURNISH THE THEME 
OF DISCUSSION. 


The Tendency Among the Members Is to 
Rule Them Off—Judge Carter's Views— 
A Novel Base Ball Suggestion—Walter 
Camp on Yale’s Eleven—Princeton’s 
Troubles—Sporting News. ~ 


The annual meeting ofthe Western Tarf 
Oongress, which was inaugurated at the St. 
Louis Jockey Olub’s office yesterday, went into 
session again this morning.The better portion 
of yesterday afternoon’s session was occupied 
considering the question of whether or not it 
would be advisable to increase the scale of 
weights. After listening to both sides of the 
question the congress finaliy concluded tocon 
tinue the present scale, which was considered 
satisfactory. Some unimportant changes 
were also made in the betting rales. Among 


‘the other business transacted was the hold- 


ing in suspense for another year the one 
mile rule—i. e., races may be prepared for 
horses over 2 years old atany distance less 
thanamile. The rule insisting ona colt be- 
ing given a name when first entered in a race 
is rescinded, buta name must be conferred 
when the animal makes its first start. 

Changes of name aftera first start will not 
be permitted. The clubs of the Congress will 
take cognizance only of forfeits incurred by 
any member of the same. The name o 

every member ofaconfederacy or company 
of owners must be declared or a fine of $50 
will be imposed foreach failure to give the 
names. The Congress consumed very little 
time in deciding that jockeys set down for 
misconduct at the post on horses not owned 
by their employer will suffer the punishment 
as applying to outside horses, but their em- 
ployers may give them mounts. For offenses 
on employers’ horses the boy will be de- 
barred from riding. 

This morning’s session was devoted prin- 
cipally tothe question of whether or not it 
would be advisable to prevent jockeys from 
betting, andif so, how to enforce a rule 
that will stop them, directly and indirectly. 
Frank Sbaw,as was announced in yesterday’s 
Post-DIsSPATCH, is not in favor of endeavor- 
ing to prevent the jockeys from betting. Mr. 
Shaw, while in favor of the idea, does not be- 
Meve that it is possibleto carry it out. His 
views, however, are not shared by Mr. Rolla 
Wells, who, while he has never announced 
definitely just how he stands in regard to the 
matter, is suspected of leaning to just the 
contrary of what Shawthinks. John J. Car- 
ter, presiding judge at East St. Louls, who !s 
one ofthe best known turf authorities in Am- 
erica, says that it will necessitate a strict 
watch being kept onthe jockeys constantly, 
to prevent them from betting, and when 
they are nabbed inthe act, strict measures 
should be taken to punish them, as a warn- 
ingtotherest. Fora while the boys will in- 
sist on disregarding the rule, but after one 


” or two of the offenders have been ruled off, 


the rest will realize that it is an extremely 
risky proceeding to disobey rules that are 
sure to be enforced. A rule, according to 
Judge Carter, should be provided that will 
punish severely any bettor caught giving a 
jockey before a race in which he has a 
mount, aticketon the horse he is to ride, 
calling for aswell sum, providing he wins. 
This results in many jockeys resorting tothe 
most Gesperate tricks. They want to win by 
allmeans, and start out to cook the race 
on their own responsibility. After picking 
out the animal or animals which 
they think are impossible to defeat 
equarely, the jockey or jockeys that are 
down to ride the horse or horses teared 
are told that it will be more in their pockets 
ifso and so wins thanif they are successful 
themselves, and the-result a is crooked race 
in nine cases out of ten follows. Jockeys 
should also be prohibited from betting on 
one horse and riding another,’’ continued 
Judge Carter. ‘‘Suppose, for instance, a boy 
hasa - ebet ona longshotand another 
horse’S’ chances appear extremely bright 
and an opportunity offers itself for him to 
foulthe animalthat looks asif he will win, 
and thereby result ina losstohimof consid- 
siderable money, without being detected. 
Whatisthe result? Why, of course, a great 
many of the boys, who are far from being 
angels, will grasp the opportunity toa cer- 
tainty. Jockeys arealso tempted strongly 
when they bet heavily on one horse and ride 
another to pull their own mount, provided 
that by so doing they will win their money.’’

**The distances from second base to third 
base and from third base to fourth base are 
each 70 feet. This would give the base-run- 
ners better chance of stealing bases. It is 
true, the catcher’s throwing distance is de- 
creased from about 128 feet to 120 or 
122 feet, and he is in a better 
position to throw — the ball going 
diagonally across the diamond and there be- 
ing no obstacie such as pitcheror umpirein 
the way. Butthe advantage would be stfil 
somewhatintfavor of the runner, which Is 
better than with the present dimensions, 
under whith the bail, if properly handled, 
must inevitably and invariably beat the fleet- 
estrunnerifthe pitcher does not give him 
too much start. 

‘*‘Increased base-running would not, how- 
ever, Mean so many more runs asto make 
games seem tedious and scores look bad, be- 
causethe distance from the plate to first 
base and from fourth base to the plate Is still 
ninety feet and the entire circuit thirty feet 
more thanthe present circult. Thus, while 
there woulda be more base-running on the 
short lines, the additional circuit distance, 
and the long distances between home and 
first, and fourth and home, would operate 
ayainst excessive run-scoring.’’

WARDING OFF CHOLERA. 


Twenty Days’ Quarantine to Be Rigidly 
Eniorced, 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Nov. 10.—In view of 
the still lingering possibility ofafresh out- 
break of cholera in European countries in 
early spring, and theconsequent danger of 
its introduction into the United States, the 
officials of the Treasury Department have 
determined to maintain the utmost vigilance 
in guarding our ports against the en- 


trance of eople or merchandise that 
might sibly convey the germs of 
the dreaded epidemic. To this end immigra- 
tion will be generally discouraged and the 
provisions of the President’s proclamation of 
Sept. 1, imposing a quarantine of twenty 
dayson all suspected immigrants, will be 
vigorously enforced. The transportation 
companies have been given to understand 
this policy of the department. Therefore in 
bringing immigrants to tbe United States 
they do so at their own risk, and thus sub- 
ject their ag to a possible detention 
oftwenty days at United States ports. The 
Gepartment reserves the right to remove 
this restriction in speceial cases callin 
for such action. According to the officia 
construction, all allens who come to this 
country for permanent residence are immi- 
grants and will be treated as such regardless 
of whether they travel in cabin or steerage. 
The admission of these will be restricted as 
far as possible, but bona fide tourists or 
travelers simply visiting or passing through 
the country and allied citizens of the United 
States, whether native or naturalized, will 
be allowed to land without delay 
or hindrance of any kind. Th ro- 
hibition of immigrants applies only to 
such as were not booked at the rt of de- 
parture prior to the date of the President’s 
i amation. ‘That the policy of the admin- 
stration on this question is not altogether 
inflexible, however, is shown by its recent 
action in the case of the steamship Richmond 
Hill, ffom Liverpool to New York. A number 
of the ssengers were immigrants coming 
within the President’s proclamation. When
